Running a small business. Not a big omer prise shopping 
mall, but a break even small business. A record store nr a 
T shirt shop. 

You released you last single by yourselves on your own label. 
Was there any reason you didn't go through someone else? 
Because no one else knows how to do it fuckin' rtght. No 
one can do it the way you want it to be done. You have to 
du h all yourself it you want it to come out your way. 
We've done records with three labels now. We've done Uni- 
versal, we've done the compilation with Alternative Ten 
tacfes, and we've dune Rat Music on Go Records. You get 
put on a compilation record with a bunch of bands that 
you dun'i politically agree with. People won't take you as 
seriously if you're mixed in with a bunch of othei bands. 
You don't du much good on a compilation anyway, you're 
just with forty-soven at her bands, and it's a Blaaah. It's not 
like putting out your own record. Your own record is your 
piece of artwork, your own vinyl, your own songs. We did 
It because we wanted to see if we could do it ourselves, and 
tt's better that anytliing we've done yet. 

I What are you thoughts about the dangeis of Nucleai Wea 
pons? 

There's only one thing you can do in a Nuclear l/lfar, walk 
10 the cemetery. 

I What about the belief in deterrence? That if we put a mis 
sile defense that makes a v > Soviet attack unlikely, 
chances are they will never attack? 

You can't trust the government, 
whatever they're telling you is most likely a lie. This deter- 
rence and the rest of this shit is just increasing the tension 
between us and the Soviet Union.

The reason we re doing this band is to get this message 
across. 

',1 It's nut to educate, it's to get people to jealize that it they 
don't du something nuw they're not going to have anything. 
We don't want to say "This is what we baiieve, you have to 
believe it too." We just want the kids to know mure about 
things, and he more aware. 

] Wuuld you like to see the Punk comniuntty get involved in 
organizing and participating in anti aims raliys and pioiest 
marches? 

S That's an individual thing to do. You go by yourself and 
you find out what ynu can do as a person, then you tell 
your friends. Jt's nor like, "OK, we need bDO Punks in this 
une area. OK, and a band ovei here, and the guys with the 
bamrers uver there." The EGO peaple won't know individ- 
ually what they are doing. They'll just know they are at 
some anti-nuke thing. 

The more people that knew what was going on the more 
people would go to these things on their own accord. 

□ Do these rallies lielp? 

t don't think they have a whole lor of el feci act u ally. They 
make more people awaie though. 

□ In what way would you like to see the billiuns of dollars 
that are spent in this coonlry on Nuclear arms used? 
Providing food for starving children. 

□ Should this cou ntry take a rule of helping our uiher nations? 
DefiuAdy. Because we re the richest nation in the world 

' The money should he spent on the people not on the 
power. The people are what's important, that's what the 
world is about. The people in yovenrment positions don't 
give a fuck about the peopla, they iust care about wbat 
power they have over the people. The U.S. is so fortunatE. 
If we had alt that money we spend on Nuclear Aims, we 
could take it and spend it helping starving nations.

' I went to Catholic school for nine years, and I saw it all. I 
think the organized Catholic church is a load of shit, ft 
makes the kids so they can't du anything the way they 
want tn. It makes you afraid nl everything. It makes you 
alraid of God. If there is a Qod, I'm sure he doesn't wani to 
be feared. 

The Darholic church as a sc pa i ate ihtng from Chuniaos m 
general has been making a stromj stance against Nuclear 
weapons. How do you react to this? 

• It's very well they do that, but still ti's what Gud says. It 
shouldn't be what God says, it should hewliar we say. The 
people are the ones that are going to get blown up, nut 
God. 


1 Is Punk still an important youth movement as you see it? 

I think it's the most importam ynuth tnovemenl. 

It keeps the kids thinking. Every kid that comes into the 
Punk scene starts thinking more. At first when we got iota 
Punk it was the Sex Pistols, and "Anit-Sociar, break every 
thing, let's slert a hand. Then we started realiatng there are 
othef impoiiant causes. Before when the Sex Pistols came 
out, they didn't tell anybody about anti war. 

AH they said was, "Peace. What e load of shit. That was for 
the hippies. " 

^ It kept the kids from thinking what the hippies really did. 
What we can leant from them. 

I think Punk is growing in a more healihy way right now. 
People are becoming more politically aware. 

I Crucifix has been accused of being many things by theun 
d erg round. Too fashion conscious, too Englisli in its intlu 
ences, too p reach ie, and being a hype band with nothing to 
really back up its popularity. How do you react to these. 
Clothes wise we re evolving from what we liked then to 
what we like now. That's pan of what Punk is to us. The 
clothes are still important, because people's first judge 
ment is the way you look. We flaunt it, we be it. 

We feel that if you're going to be a Pu nk you might as well 
look like a Punk. YouYe not going to say anything to any 
body if you just walk down the street looking like nothing. 
It makes people think. If they see someone looking like 
that rhey say, "What is he thinking?" They see a strange 
looking Puitk and they see him with a Peace sign on him 
and they go, "Oh, t see." 

' We louk like the people you see in the audience. A lot of 
bands they thing, 'YVe can get up there and look like any 
body off the stieet." We just want to be like the audience. 
We don't want to set out selves apart. 

Why he m a Punk band and consider yourself e Punk, and 
not look like a Punk? It doesn't really make any sense. Why 
try and fit in if you are trying to say something different. 

] What about too English? Some people say, "Crucifix, 
they're just like Discharge." 

Anybody can listen to our set and if they say we sound like 
Discharge they le full of shit. They're just looking at the 
way we look. What's most important is what we are saying. 
The old people, the leaders" of this scene seem to support 
puhhcal bands, and we're a political band yet they con 
rfemn us. Just because of the way we look. There aie a few 
English bands we like. Crass and Discharge, they're our fa- 
vorite bands. M's because they have the most to say. Nor 
because they are from England. 

i What about the ridicule from people that say that you are 
too p reach ie. 

We don't preach to the audience at all. We don't tell people 
what to do. we're telling them what they could do, what is 
happening, tbat there are alternatives lu what's going on. 

We have a song "Blind Oestrnction". The chorus is, ' Youth 
violence. Youth don't fight." M's really simple. We don't be- 
lieve Punks should beat the shit out of each other, hut 
rhat’s up to them, if they want to go and kick each other's 
heads in. go right fuckin' ahead. They deserve lu get their 
heads kicked m if that's what they want 
People should realize that the songs we write are songs with 
a message, not songs that preach.

D: No. not at all

S: Niki asked me yesterday if we wanted to do a Sick 
Pleasure show, 

M: No. 

J: Skk Pleasure will never play again. 

□ OK, one of the most important questions facing us 

today. Are video games destroying the youth of 
America? * 

D: Yes they are. Well they're not destroying them but 
they are making them get into this computer age. 
The computer age is just grouping everybody to- 
gether so that a select few have total control. 

□ What about video games vs. network television? 
Atari vs. CBS or whatever. 

M: Atari would be better. 

D: I'd rather be able to watch old movies. 

□ Well what I was saying was network television. 

M: I hate network TV, Network TV sucks, 

0 Are you all truly anti-violence?

□ It remains true that many of the kids in this cur- 
rent Punk generation are blatantly violent. 

J: A lot of people are forced into it. They read this 
and that and they see these big kids coming Iti and 
slamming and hurting people, and they think that's 
the way it is to be. They’re forced into it by peer 
pressure, 

D: It starts really young. It starts when kids are early 
teen agers and their big brothers have got this thing 
that they got from their dad. This kind of attitude 
that you've got to be tough and the bigger man, 

□ Did you see a lot of violence on your lour? 

M: No, San Francisco is the most violent of any place. 
Except for L, A, Across the United States every 
place we played everybody was really friendly. All 
the Punks were really polUical and into the music, 

□ So all this “S. F. is the greatest scene" stuff isn’t 
true? 

M: Well it's great, except we have a bunch of little 
violent boys and girls running around with bald 
heads and mowhaks in S, F. and the East Bay and 
Santa CrU2 that are dumb shits. 

□ Should a handgun licensing law be passed? 

M: No, I’m against any federal control whatsoever, 

S: I reserve the right to bear arms, 

D: If people are going to say, 'Hey , we don’t wany 
any part of guns, we don’t want any part of vio- 
lence." If they put themselves away from it, 
they're making themselves extremely vulnerable to 
the people who really have the control of all this 
violence and destruction. 

M: If the technology is there you have to use it. 

D: I don’t believe in having a gun. But if I need one 1 
want td be able to get one, 

□ Do you believe that if there was an anti-gun law 
only criminals would then have guns? 

Mi Yeah sure that would be true as far as the law goes. 
Because if you had a gun and it was against the law 
you’d be a criminal. 

S: it would be a really distressing situation where the 
only guys in the whole city who have guns that 
they can use are the cops. And you don’t, 

M: One of my best friends, Steve Thompson, got his 
head blown off by the cops two months ago. 

J I Til at part on the record where 1 say disarm all po- 
lice, that could only come after a long term thing 
with the educational system. Because if we just 


went on and disarmed all police there'd be panic in 
the streets. There'd be all these crazy people rob- 
bing and hurting others. It’s an evolving process. 

Si Now that's what 1 miss about England. The police 
in England don't carry guns. Unless someone’s 
shooting out a window or something, then they go 
back to the station and get a warrant and then 
withdraw the guns and a certain amount of rounds. 

Mi I'm against regulations even for police, 

□ Why Skateboards on the cover of your album? 

D: Because it Hows, 

□ What makes Skateboards such an important part of 
the Punk-Rock scene?

FRANK: Officer Friendly wanted to make fove to

FRANK: The police wanted to give me a new home. 
You know— the kind with bars on It, I wasn't as big on it

FRANK: What happened was: 1 got hold ol I he official 
seal of the State Department of Education and the signa- 
ture of the Superinlendent ot the School Board, and did 
some creative writing with them.

It's not until later they 
realize they've been swindled. Leaders can never be 
trusted. 

Which brings me to the question of violence, If 1 may 
babble on for a while—

FRANK: Well, personally I’m not against violence, 1 
only question its uses. Face It, violence Is there, whether 
you tike it or not. When ) was In elementary school, at 
one point I decided to be a pacifist. I found out the hard^ 
way it accomplishes nothing, tt I didn't "behave" as 
some of my felfow students wanted me lo, I was 
attacked. As a pacifist 1 ended up eating my fair share of 
the school lawn, etc. Sometimes, just the fact that 1 
wouldn't fight back made people violent towards me. My 
only alternative was to go to the principal, which I 
wouldn't do. so I was helpless. The word pacifist comes 
from the same place as passive, and you know what that 
brings us. Or doesn’t bring us. 
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V,- By the way, wftai do you Ihifilt about parents? 
FRANK: They squirt you out, do their best to ruin you. 
and then expect you to feel grateful to them for iti At 
least my parents had the good graces to die when I was 
young. 

V: What about po/f|/cs7 

FRANK: The bottom line is our hves. Not |ust politics 
or the economy or any of that boring dribble, I'm not 
spouting off any stupid 'party line/ All you have to do fs 
look at the world and see whaTs going on. what It's doing 
and who ITs benefiting and figure it out for yourself. It 
doesn't take very long to figure out that 'lhay ain't doing 
it fo* me/' It's definitely not making my life one big joy 
after another. So I get my follies in other ways. Some of 
the best "critiques" are made with bricks. Or with 
UCocktait JVfofofov.

The viewer *a attention ta focused on a hunch 
of kids steel Of off to the side* Thia one 
guv Beta up after nwbf Je and heads out for 
Tbc» dancefloor, announciop to hfs friends,

slandancf ng. " 

But He doesn^t make out very well- He get a

The controversial topic la picked up by the 
local TV to Ik show, where Oulney, Dr. ^ 
Hanover, and a hunch nf "punkers" appear In a ^ 
sort of reenactnent of the Donahue show on 
punk. Dr. Hanover presents the Serena Dank ^ 
viewpoint of how punk Is a danger to today's ^ 
youti^ because of Its "relentless negativity" ^ 
with no positive aspect* Then they let the 
kids reply with the punk viewpoint. Hut 
they're presented In such a way that It's ob- ^ 
vious to the viewer that they're irrational* 
Their punk characters appear to have been ’ 
patterned after the kids Interviewed In the 
"Decline" movie, there's the same air-headed * 
lack of Intel Hgence. 

But the talk show Host Is still shocked hy i 
Outney's analysis of the murder; "How you're 1 
not really saying that music can ETLL are < 
you?" Duincy replies, "Tea, X am* I helteve i 
that the music I heard Is a killer. It's a i 
killer of hope. It's a killer of spirit. 
The music I Heard said that life was cheap* 1 

and that murder and' suicide was okay." And ' 
Aulncy goes an to ehastlae the "punkers" for i 
their negativity; "You know, not so piany 
years ago, there was a generation of yexjug 
neonie* who were as mad as you are about the ' 
world, only they STORKED their tails off to ' 
change It* Trying to end a war they didn't 
believe In, Trying to correct the in Justices 
they aaw. But sll you do is gripe* Has It 
ever occurred to you to do something else 
with your anger besides venting It?" 

The show goes on to a predictable TV story 
en'^lng, with the girl reunited with her 
ROther for "a fresh new atsrt," But what we - 
have to deal with is the way that punks are t 
portrayed to the general public. And that Is t 
as Insecure, confused young kids caught up In j 
a movement that, Is completely nihilistic, 1 
with no hope or positive way of dealing with I 
the world. They sav that punk encourages 1 
mindless v*lo3ence* They say that punks * 
engage In se^'^f-nutl Istlon carving Y'e in ^ 
their arras and things like that, and are on a 
road that leads only to self destruction* < 
The songs that they presented on the show as l 
hefng typical punk anthems have lyrics like 
"So ctit your wrists and let your ]l*e go down I 
the drain. " 

We ' ve seen punk depleted on TV like this 
before, ss on "flHlFs," Hit what mskei the 
Oufncy episode different Is that this Is a 
show which has a reputation within the enter- 
tainment Industry for technical accuracy. 
The show is praised for Its attention to 
detail. Dne prime tleie variety program 
showed hoM the coroner's lah In l)ulncy has 
all the latest rredlcal equipment and how they 
consult medical experts to insure accuracy. 
Examples are cited like how after one Quincy 
show about Toore tie's Syndrome, three people 
watching It recognized the symptoms as 
previously unidentified prohlemB they'd been 
having, and were able to go and seek 
treatment. So the program has much more 
credibility than most shows, and the general 
public watching the punk enfsode would he 
very Inclined to believe it was factual. 

They don^t realize how twisted and slanted 
the media coverage of punk has heen. For 
example, just the word "punkers" that they're 
always using. It's equivalent to calling 

Mack people "nippers." IJhlch Jtust goes to 
show how the newsraedla can 1*1 as the public 
against sometMne while pnaslng it off as ob- 
jective JoumalisBi* 

To us, the distortion is ohvlous. lohody 
ever gets trampled on t^e floor at a |unk 
show. Once in awhile when someone nlscalcu- 


Istes a stage dive and knocks themself uncon- 
scious on the floor, several people always 
rnne to help. And the Ides of somebody going 
to a punk show and getting completely spaced 
out by the music so thay lose all control and 
kin someone in a horalcidal frenzy, Is juat 
too ridiculous to take seriously. 

Maybe If that Quincy episode was being made 
about 13 years ago. It could have Iven a 
dramatization of the rock'n'roll stabbing 
death at Altamont. Put T thought Quincy said 
that those young people hack then took a con- 
structive approach. Somehow that's not the 
way the estahllshiwnt saw it In the heyday of 
the sixclea when drugs, riots and honhlnga 
were making t’^e headlines. I guess now Chat 
the sixties rebels have melloed out and as- 
similated Into the middle glass life we can 
look hack on It all with rose colored 

calsses * 

Too had they cog Idn 't use aome of that 
perspective to see the positive side of punk* 
Like In Minneapolis, hardcore punk hands sre 
doing a aeries of heneflts For senior 
citizens, at a club called the Upper Deck* 
As Fred Cartder, who hooks the shows, says, 
"The stereotype, created by the media, of the 
punks Is that they are wild, vicious* and 

destructive. The fact that they are 

thoughtful. Intelligent, caring people Is 
never prepented," 

The Quincy episode and other recent antl-punk 
media coverage Has reinforced the public's 
hostility towards punk. Hot only that, hut 
t^ev suggest ways of dealing with the 

"nrohlen". Like in i^uinry* to track down a 
suspect, the police force the owner of the 
punk : cluh to fingerprint the kids by 
threatening to close down his duh If he 
doesn't cooperate* In less thari one minute 
of dialogue, any ethical questions are quick- 
ly dismissed* and s tactic for police control 
is o ffered* 

Rut as dtiiincy says, Tihy would anybody wont 
to listen to mualc that makea you hate when 
you could listen to rauslc that Tuakes you 
love." And he cites as examples Toomy 
Dorsey, Benny Goodman, and Cten Miller* Too 
bad their hig hand music couldn't generate 
enough love to keep Glen Miller frost being 
killed In Forld Mar II* 

One thing that hugs ek le the fact that some 
people within the L.A. punk scene knew shout 
the Quincy episode he fore It even went Into 
production. Considering our experience with 
the "CIliPs" show, sow concern was In order* 
and If enough of It had been expressed to NBC 
before the show was produced, maybe the out- 
conie would have been different. But In bet- 
ween all the punk caricatures. It was ap- 
parent that part of the crowd In the show 
consisted of people from within the actual 
nunk scene who were paid as extras. T would 
like to believe that at least the people who 
rea^ this cag would have more strength of 
conviction than to sell out their scene for a 
ffW quick bucks. It's easy to talk about 
taking a stand shout the system. I'd like to 
see more people actually live up to those 
ideals when confronted with a situation like 
this.
